Might Aid Andover 


Higher fees for building per- 
mits have been suggested to the 
selectmen by the planning board. 

Chairman Eugene A. Bernardin 
Jr. said the higher fees might pro- 
vide some extra money for the 
town in its capital expenditure 
program — caused, in large part, 
by the new homes built here. 

Mr. Bernardin told his board 
that perhaps one percent of con-

Two Resevoirs 

The Wood Hill resevoir, a pump-

Information Needed 

Town manager is perhaps the most important item in- 
cluded in the annual town warrant. 

A vote on that system of town government could make a 
basic change in our system, which is a far more important 
decision than one on administrative budgets or, possibly, 
even on capital expenditure items such as schools, town 
buildings, streets, water or drainage. 

We believe that the citizens should inform themselves 
well during the coming weeks before town meeting so that 
an intelligent vote, based on facts, can be obtained. 

Although the committee appointed to study the form of 
government has asked that the matter be taken to its log- 
ical conclusion — a vote of the citizens by secret ballot — 
we do not kid ourselves that the actual test of strength 
will come at the town meeting. 

Those opposed will make every effort to kill the meas- 
ure there, feeling that, if it is bad for the town, why put 
it on the ballot at all. 

Proponents will say that it is only fair to allow all the 
voters to express an opinion via the ballot — and thus it 
should be placed on the ballot as soon as possible. 

The Townsman hopes to be of some service in the com- 


ing weeks by printing the opinions — backed up with 
facts — of town officials, members of the town manager 


committee appointed at the last town meeting and any 
other citizens who wish to express an opinion on the sub- 
ject. 

There is, at the moment, too little information on what 
town manager might mean for Andover. It is difficult for 
anyone to make a decision based on present information, 
thus we will try to present both the pros and cons of the 
argument in this newspaper for our readers’ enlighten-

$279,578 Is BPW 
Tentative Budget 


The board of public works wants 
to spend $279,578.56 in the com- 
ing year under a tentative budget 
set for discussion with the Fi- 
nance committee. 

The over-all budget figure is 
$22,168.56 more than the appro- 
priation in 1955 for the several de- 
partments under board control, 

At the same time, the board has 
revealed that $8964.76 will be 
turned back into the town treasury 
from its 1955 appropriations. Moth 
supression funds totalling 
$4953.79 are to be turned into 
the general fund and a street light- 
ing balance of $1191.41 is also to 
be turned back. Other departments 
show smaller returns, according 
to the board’s balance sheet. 


While several budgeted items 
show a decrease from last year’s 
appropriation, several have 


ded for selling the most tickets. 


| jumped. The highway department 
item for 1956 is $71,194.80 com- 
pared with $64,672 last year.
